HE Financia) Secretary 
| ended his brosddcast on 
Wednesday cvening  ox- 
plaining the budget pro- 
posuls with an interesting 
observation. He sald: “If it 
ia the public's wish that the 
Government should go ahead 
with its present programme 
we shall do it.” That wquld 
nppear to be intended as on 
invitation to the public to 
voice thelr disapproval of 
the several fa men- 
tloned in the budget if they 
are so minded. Yct surely 
the “present programme”’— 
or most of it—has already 
reached a stage of decision 
which makes it virtually 
impossible for the under- 
takings. to be abandoned. 
Completion of the Central 
Reclamation, followed by 
new ferry piers, followed In 
turn by the City Hall; a new 
alyport (for although -only 
a token vote for this appears 
in the 1964-55 Estimates, 
the Cvlony ia fully com- 
mitted to the project which 
fs bound to begin to take 
shape next year); a new 
Kowloon hospital; = road 
developments; the Taj Lam 
Chung reservoir, and 80 on. 
Can it seriously be sug- 
gested that any of these 
schemes can now be set 
aside? Of course not, and 
therefore the public must 
accept the Financial Secre- 
tary’s “invitation” nas oa 
forgivable piece of 
rhetoric, and ponder 
instead the much more 
earnest subject of finding 
the money to pay for these 
undertakings. 


FTER indulging in his 
“statistical exerciae’ of 
trying to budget for a five- 
year period, the Financia}" 
Secrotary declared that he 
could not tnke his own 
figures tuo seriously. 
Nevertheless, utterly regard- 
less of the accuracy or 
otherwise of hia five-year 
budgetting, the Financial 
Secretary {nsisted that in 
due course more taxation 
would have to be levied on 
the public. If this is to be 
necepted, it remains to 
insist that when that un- 
happy Moment = arrives, 
Government sees to it that 
the new burdens = are 
equitably applied. There, ore 
two avenues of taxation: 
one, a direct levy on wages, 
salaries, und business pro- 
fits; the other, indirect 
levies ‘through increased 
exciae duties, The second is, 
from the public point of 
view, by far the most desir- 
able. These hurt less and 
they also mean the 
additional burdens are more 
widely spread. If the time 
comes when it is imperative 
that the public should con- 
tribute more to the 

‘ exchequer, then we believe 
‘the Financial Secretary can 
find more than one daily 
commodity which could be 
taxed and in auch a manner 
that the intake for the 
Treasury would be substan- 
tinal! without having a 
crippling effect on tho 
economy of the individual,

Moreover 
although last year trade has 
again fallen off somewhat, 
natlonal development pro-~ 
grammes have everywhere in 
the East msde progress and the 
way In which many of the coun- 
tries in this area have co- 
operated in the interchange of 
ideas and of technical assistance

SOUTHEAST ASIA’S 

ECONOMIC NEEDS 
In each of the past four years 
my predecessor, Sir Arthur 
Morse, In his annual statement 
coferred In one ,congection or 
another to the {mmense econo- 
mic needs of the countries in 
which we operate, Their re- 
quirements were, he stated, 
higher standards of living, more 
extensive food and other agri- 
cultural production and, indeed, 
general development, such as 
the Colombo Plan prescribed,’ 
and which in most of these coun- 
tries is gradually being put into 
effect through national develop- 
ment plans, These plans have, 
aa ts well known, stressed tho 
importance of agriculture, to- 
gether with basic economic pro- 
gress, such os the expansion of 
power, of transport and of com~ 
munication systems. The latter 
are prerequisites for coping 
with any large-scale output of 
agricultural products, mincrals 
and the primary materials 
which these countries provide. 
Last year Sir Arthur referred to 
many aspects of this same prob- 
lem and quoted an important 
phrase of the Paley Commission 
relating to the needs of a higher 
standard of living in the free 
world. In stating his view that 
the governments of the Enuast 
should necessarily play their 
part he urged that “no attempt 
should be made to introduce in~ 
dustrialilsation on a rapid or 
large scale” a3 “It would be far 
wiser to concentrate all avail- 
able capital and energies on 
food and agricultural produc- 
tion and on those ancillary in- 
dustries which depend upon the 
raw materials available in the 
country concerned.” It was 
surprising to us to find that in 
a recent book which received 
considerable notice in the press,

INVESTMENT CLIMATE 

It is obvious that jn tha 
second’ stage 
when a wider form of lodustrial 
progress will be Introduced, 
capital will be the paramount 
requirement but as the Pre- 
sident of the Intewna- 
tlonal = Bank pointed out 
last September “the avaii- 
ability of capital cannot by It- 
self be expected to remove some 
of the most Important obstacles 
to economic growth” Suc! 
obstacles are often referred to 
as the “unfavourable climate’, 
which deters or scares off capi- 
tal investment. Climate In this 
seneo can to some extent be 
manufactured by governments, 
who have it in their power to 
make conditlons attractive for 
investors. Bub to a large extent 
it is determined by the stability, 
or lack of stability, of the poli- 
tical and economic structure of 
a country. Where climate ip 
unfavourable the injection of 
capital on a large scale (if it 
proves possible as a result of 
international action) may be 
indigestible, or even damaging 
to that country’s ultimate good. 

PRIVATE CAPITAL 

As regards private. capital, 
tendencies im certain Eastern 
countries show a reluctance to 
permit its introduction by for- 
elgn concerns acting independ-= 
ently, but encourage . or even 
obligate jolnt participation be- 
tween foreign and domestic 
capital in new Industrial’ pro- 
jects, Examples of this can bo 
seem notably in India, Japan 


and Burma, but also elsewhere. | this

Two 15-year-old etow- 
aways from Turkey who 
were heing deported for 
illegal entry, leaped from a 
ship-takinig them home into 
the dey waters of Mobile 
Bay Jast night. One drown- 
ed in the escape attempt 
and-‘the other still was 
missing today. 


The authorities sald that the 
youngsters jumped from the

route to Turkey. 


The two young Turks were 
identiNed as Tamer Magden and 
Our Feridun but {t was not 
‘minediately detetmined which 
body was recovered. 


Temperatures were below

At 
general workers’ meetings 
manifestos were read con- 
taining requests and ex- 
hortations to close this or 
that church situated in a 
working-class suburb. Ikons 
were smashed and burnt; 
church bella were melted 
down and church buildings 
blown up by dynamite. 


Blown Up 


Factories used to take it 
in turns on Saturdays to 
clear away the rubble. At 
first the- sites were over- 
grown with grass and then 
small gardens were laid out. 


If there was no factory 
near the church, ie. if 
there were no workers to 
whom such requests could 
be made, the church was 
simply ‘blown up on the 
pretext that: it was pre- 
venting the free flow of 
traffic. “This was what 
happened to-the Pokrova 
Church, in the former Sen- 
naya Ploschad, to the 
Church of the Ascension in 
the former ‘Voznesensky 
Prospekt (now named after 
Malorov), to the Church of 
tho Exaltation ‘opposite the 
Xenmsky. Institute. and 
others, I shall speak. only 
of those in the central area, 


The. last church to be blown 
up was in 1940. It wos the. 
Church of the Apparition op=«— 
posite tho Moscow Rallway 
Station.

The Church of St John the 
Baptist on the Ligovkao — still 
stonds “lopped off,” to use tho 
expression of the demolishers, 
the reason being that the walls 
were so massive and the church 
50 firmly built that the explo- 
sives used were ineffective. 


Apart from these Draconian 
churches were often 
obliged to close down because 
ot the crushing taxes imposed 
on them. These amounted to 
thousands of rubles, and all 
church expenses, such as heat- 
ing, ighting, choir and clergy’s 
snlary, had to be borne by the 
congregation, themselves as 
poor as church mice. After 
struggling against these burdens 
many churches. were forced to 
close. This was ihe case with 
such famous cathedrals as the 
Isakievsky and the Kazansky 
(on the Nevsky), not to men- 
tion others; the latter is now o 
museum, : 


Crushing Blow 


The Sovict exchequcr was 
considerably enriched by the 
so-called “inventorics” taken at 
the beginning of 1920's, During 
this process, precious stones and 
gold and silver ornaments were 
stripped from tho ikons, 


A large silver shrine with 
the ‘relics of Alexander Nevsky 
was transférred from the 
Alexander Nevsky Monastery 
and could still be seen in 1927 
in one of the rooms of tho 
Hermitage, where _ belicvers 
went to worship on the pretext 
of inspecting the museum.

In every church which 
continued to function a 
called “church committce

The Climax 


In 1926 and 1927 the cam- 
patgn against the Church reach- 
ed its climax. Of the “Tik- 
honovskaya” churches only one 
continued to be used for ser- 
vices, the Church of the Re- 
demption, untill at lost this 
magifie-nt building, wlth its 
mosaic walls by Italian masters, 
was also closed. Later it was 
used temporarily as 4 store- 
house for potatoes, (It was 
still closed in 1948). 


Those clergy who still re- 
mainec at large were moved al- 
most to the outskirts of the 
city (the Church of the 
Archangel Michael), and later 
outside the city to a tiny 
wosden church at Lemoye, 
where the “white” church 
finished its cadstence, 


As a compromise an_ official 
urch was started, the so- 
called “Sergievskaya,” but it 
did not win the support of 
genuine adherents of .the 
“white” church, and only the 
dreadful poverty and unem- 
ployment .- (if one can use tho 
word) of the clergy compelled 
the majority of them to knock 
at the doors of the ‘“Sergievs- 
kayn,” since lt was impossible 
for them to obtain work. in

These men with their 
shotruns and old-model rifles are the village 
defenders, and like the men of Britain who stood 
by in 1940, they wear armbands inscribed “home 
guard.”

The annual divorce rate sonrect 
from 25 per 100,000 of the 
population in all Germany in 
1914 to 89 in 1939 und to 105 
in West Germany in 1952 and 
1953. The record year was 
1948 with 187. 

More thon 480,000 marriages 
ended in divoree in West 
Germany (population about 
48,000,000) between 1946 and 
1952. 

Many marriages could have 
been saved !f divorce judges 
had not interpreted the law too 
generously, Dr Wuermeling be- 
Meves. He and his advisers are 
particularly critical of two 
clauses in West German divorce 
legislation which date back to 
Hitler's Third Reich. Only 
minor modifications, were in- 
troduced by the allies after the 
war. 

These clauses accounted for 
more than 80 per cent of the 
legal = excuses for postwar 
divorces, the Ministry claims, 
They permitted divorce in all 
cases where one of the two 
marringe partners was guilty of 
adultery or where the partners 
had lived in separation for 
three years or more, 

The effect wos thnt many 
marriages were broken “against 
the will and on the back of an 
Innocent partner.” The innocent 
partner was punished for the 
guilt of the other. The gullty 
partner simply walked away to 
marry the “other person.” 


Severely Criticised 


More than 80,000 children of 
broken marriages are vagabonds 
in Wert Germany today. 


Dr Wuermeling sald the 
divorce rate was so strikingly 
different in the - socialist-ruled 
states of Germany (between 
173 and 344 ‘per 100,000 of the 
population in 1931) from that 
in states ruled by Christian 
parties (between 8&3 and 1160) 
that it would be “interesting to.
